Preparatory to the lifting of the ban 
on next Monday, the Maysville Health 
Hoard yesterday afternoon made a 
complete inspection of the local mov- 
ing picture theaters In the city and 
found them nil In IlrBt-clnss sanitary 
condition. 

All of the theaters are provided with 
a splendid system of ventllntion and 
With the proper precautions there will 
be no danger of a spread of the dis- 
ease through these places of gather- 
ing. It in known that the managers 
with use every precaution known or 
suggested by the Health authorities. 

The Washington is large with plen- 
ty or ventilators above and many 
doors and windows below while their 
healing apparatus keens the tempera- 
ture at the same degree at all times. 

The Pastime has a system of venti- 
lation approved by the best Health au- 
thorities and given the official o. K. 
of the Maysville Health Hoard. Man- 
ager Trieble has made arrangements 
to conform to all of the present or fu- 
ture instructions of the authorities. 

The Gem is one of the most sanitary 
little theaters in the state of Ken- 
tucky. It Is remembered that this 
theater is practically new and the 
plans upon which it was constructed 
provided for ample ventilation as cal- 
culated by an expert. The Health 
Hoard members found this little thea- 
ler practically perfect as to sanitation. 

Manager Russell of the Washington 
and Gem will co-operate with the 
Health authorities in every way and 
there need be no fear of attending any 
; of the theaters If the Individual takes 
as much precaution as the manage- 
ment of the theaters, 
j The Washington and Gem Theaters 
i will not open immediately upon the 
lifting of the ban but as soon as all 
restrictions are removed these houses 
will also open.

DISPOSAL OF 
CITY'S GARBAGE 
QUESTION 

Seems to He One of Those Never Bad- 
lag Themes That Is Full of Sug- 
gestions From All Sources. 



What will we do with our garbage? t 
How will we get rid of It? 
What Ib Council going to do about ! 
it? 

And numerous other inquiries have 
been made of late to almost every 
member of the City Council, until it 
has gotten to the place where action 
and not talk seems to be the only ex- 
plainable way nut of the tangled situ- 
ation. 

Some time ago we had a clean-up 
campaign in this city that was very 
creditable, the old town being cleaned 
from "end to end." 

During this clean-up It was found 
that what was needed In order to keep 
It clean was some one to go over the 
city more frequent than once a year, 
that at least once a week what Is ac- 
tually needed to keep it clean after It 
had been cleaned. 

At the last regular meeting of the 
City Council the Propositions and 
Grievances Committee made a report 
on this subject thnt came very near 
filling the bill. The Committee ad- 
vised that systematic arrangement be 
made for the collection and disposal 
of garbage; that the city manage and 
control the collection and dlsposnl of 
said garbage; and that this whole 
matter be referred to the Laws and 
Ordinances Committee, to frame an 
ordinance covering the matter, em- 
bodying therein that an ofllee be cre- 
ated styled City Garage Collector, tc 
be elected by the Council. 

This committee has been diligently 
at work the past two weeks In trying 
to frame an ordinance that would ( ov- 
er the above suggestions and that will 
be satisfactory to the city aB a whole 
and at the same time be a lawful ordi- 
nance, but It has met with some op- 
position, which was to have been ex- 
pected. 

However, it Is thought that a law- 
will he presented to the next meeting 
of Council that will cover this ques- 
tion and that when put in force will 
prove a great move toward helping 
to keep our city clean and sanitary. 

Hut this ordinancve will only cover 
the collection and disposal of garbage, 
and it will still be a matter of how 
much our citizens really want a clean 
city by trying to keep it clean every 
day; by seeing that all the refuse is 
promptly removed from their prem- 
ises every day; and by helping the 
City Administration in its endenvors 
to keep the city clean, and not wait 
until spring and then cause a heavy 
expenditure of the city's funds for a 
purpose that could easily have been 
prevented by all keeping constantly 
on the clean-up job. 

It's as much your city as it is Mayor 
RusbcI's or the City Council's. 

So help to keep it clean every day.

SCHOOL HEAD 
MAKES STATEMENT 
ABOUT RE OPENING 

Prof. CapUnger Sayi aii BsdMingf 

Arc Being Put in Flrst-fliiss Con. 
dttlon For Opening. 

Prof. W. J. CapUnger this afternoon 
Issued the following statement: 

As we stated In Tuesday's papers It 
is our intention of opening the City 
Schools, Monday morning, December 
2nd. The Chairman of the local 
Health Board Informs me that the sit- 
uation here Is Improving day by day. 
While there is a possibility of the 
State Board of Health countermand- 
ing the action of our local Board, yet 
we feel sure since the local Board has 
been very careful and deliberate Ifl 
its proceedings that the State Board 
will be governed by the local Board's 
recommendation. We are nnving all 
of the buildings thoroughly fumigated 
at the close of this week and have 
been having the floors sprinkled with 
a strong disinfectant the lasl five 
weeks. As all of our school buildings 
are well ventilated and are kept In 
the very best sanitary condition, we 
think that by strict observance of the 
precautionary measures recommend- 
ed by our Board of Health that the 
hildern will be In no more danger of 
ontractlng any form of illness than 
they are at present, roaming the 
streets. 

We will not permit anyone to at- 
tend school In which there arc cases 
of the Influenza In the home, neither 
may anyone attend school until ten 
days have elapsed since the doctor 
has dismissed the case. 

All teachers are instructed to watch 
very carefully for any syinmonis of 
!ho disease and the janitors are In- 
structed to keep the rooms opened 
during recesses and after school 
hours. 

For the benefit of students coming 
to school in public conveyances, we 
will not allow overtime work to inter- 
fere with their meeting the soedule of 
departure of such conveyances. 

In general, our policy will be to 
meet as near a* possible the conven- 
ience of our patrons, however, there 
Is a certain amount of mental train- 
ing that must be accomplished if the 
.car's school work is not lost.

LAWLER MUST PAY 

WITH HIS LIFE 

Cincinnati Hand It Must Die In Electric 
t'hnlr Snjs Court of Appeals. 



Frankfort, Ky., November 27 — The 
Court of Appeals yesterday affirmed 
the Kenton Circuit Court In sentenc- 
ing James Lawler, Cincinnati bandit, 
to the electric chair for the murder of 
Andrew Nordmeyer and John Rheln, 
Directors of the Ninth Ward Building 
Association Company, Twelfth and 
Russell streets, Covington, last 
spring. 

I*a\vler's partner In crime, Pat 
Kenrney, Cincinnati, Is to pay the 
same penalty. The two bandits were 
captured, and another robber, "Zeke" 
Moran, was killed In n raid upon the 
headquarters of the building associa- 
tion last March. Chief of Police Theo- 
dore Kluemper, of Covington, was 
wounded when exchanging shots with 
the robbers. 

Kearney and Lawler escaped from 
the Kenton County Jail. Kearney was 
recaptured without difficulty, but Law- 
ler was retaken only after a battle 
with Cincinnati police, who surround- 
ed a house where he was in hiding in 
Cincinnati. 

The Court of'Appcal3. In Its decision 
yesterday, held the aliened errors set 
up by Lawler in bis petition for a new 
trial were purely technical and had in 
no way prejudiced his case. 

"The crime was a heinous one," the 
Court says, "and the judgment must 
be carried into effect."

Premier Rulja 
de Beerenbrouck Is quoted by the Am- 
sterdam correspondent of the Dally 
Express as declaring in the second 
chamber of Butch Parliament Novem- 
ber 20. 

"The kaiser is in Holland as a pri- 
vate person," said the premier, as 
quoted by the correspondent. "The 
hospitality of the country Is extend- 
ed him In accordance with a centuries- 
old tradition. But It goes without say- 
ing, that the moment his sojourn Ge-. 
comes a danger to the state he will 
have to leave. We believe the kaiser 
and those with him understand the 
position and will act according to 
their interests."

PRICES TO DECLINE. SLOWLY 



Bradstreet's price index of ninety-six staple commodities, rang- 
ing from wheat to building brick, foreshadows a downward swing 
in prices. 

Henry Clews' review for the current week forecasts a gradual, 
but at the beginning slight, declination of prices, foodstuffs being 
a possible exception, the extraordinary demand from Europe being 
such, in his opinion, as to maintain the present level on the major 
commodities. 

According to the Wall Street Journal, another good authority, 
the crest of high prices was reached last July, and the same can 
be said of the German advance. But since l.hat time the tide has 
slowly receded, no matter what may be the cause. 

On the first of November the index numbers stood at 18.9110' 
which was 1.4 per cent less than the figure on July 1, and is one- 
half of one per cent, less than the average of the first of October, 
Month by month since July 1 the index has made fractional reces. 
sions. But the present level has far to go to again stand on a 
parity with former years. By comparing the present level of 1!). ill II- 
with 11,0701 for a year ago, 8.S(i20, the figure for November, 1914. 
and 9.2252, the average on November 1, 1913, one can see bow the 
w-ar has inflated prices. 

But while some of the commodities used in the calculations have 
declined, others, we know, remained stationary, and some actually 
advanced. The price of wheat is fixed until the crop of 1919 is mark- 
eted. Livestock makes an average decline since July because of a 
short lived fear entertained by holders of hogs that forced down the 
price. The price is now fixed by agreement between the Food Ad- 
ministration and the packers in order to stimulate production next 
year. Corn went down in sympathy with hogs and uncertainty of the 
future, but now points upward again. 

A marked decline in tin, and likewise one in cotton accounted 
in large measure for decreases in metals and textiles; while the epi- 
demic may explain an increase in drugs and chemicals. But the fact 
remains that in (he principal groups, like building materials, hides, 
leather, textiles, metals, oils and hreadst nil's prices have declined.

Position) of All Kinds to he Killed 
Throutrh (Tvll-Serviee Examina- 
tions In Near Future. 



War's dcmandB necessitate the em- 
ployment of all kinds of Inbor by the 
Government, and the Civil Service 
Commission Is advertising examina- 
tions for a number of positions that 
must be filled in the near future. 

Surveyor-draftsmen, who will re- 
ceive entrance salaries of $1,200 to 
$1,500 a year; computers at the Naval 
Observatory, at salaries ranging up to 
$1,200; and at the Nautical Almanac 
Office, at $1,000 n year; and chief en- 
gineers in the Coast and Goedetie Sur- 
vey, at $100 a month, are particularly 
sought at this time. The maximum 
age limit has been removed In the 
chief engineer examination. 

There are many openings In the 
printing trades. Printers, bookbind- 
ers, pressmen, electrotyper finishers, 
electrotyper molders, and Btercotypers 
are wnntcd. Printers on hand com- 
position and bookbinders will be paid 
GO cents an hour; printers on machine 
composition and pressmen 66 cents an 
hour, and workers in other trades 70 
cents an hour.

t'p in the Oreat Athabnska country, 
L'50 miles north of Edmonton. Alberta, 
lie the tar sands, or "burning sands" 
as the Indians call them. Kor gener- 
ations the natives have used this sand 
for fuel. It burns fiercely, with a 
strong, smokey flame and drops an 
ash of the purest sand. It also serves 
to (turn their birch bark canoes. 

Now n new use has been discovered 
for the tar sand. The Canadians fig- 
ure on turning it into explosives and 
then Into dyes. When refined 
i he tar sand yields petroleum, 
naphtha. Illuminating oil. lubricating 
oil, paraffin and benzine derivatives, 
and, because of the unlimited quantity 
of it, the German conltar products mo- 
nopoly will be struck a heavy blow by 
the northland. Nor is this wonderful 
resource deeply buried, in mines. It 
Ilea on the surface and is traversed 
from end to end by a navigable river, 
the Athahaskn. 

Fort McMurray is situate din the 
heart of a tar sand district which cov- 
ers about 2500 square miles and lies 
over a bed of Devonian limestone to a 
depth of from 150 to 250 feet. From 



this tar sand flows the "bituminous 
fountains" of which the famous ex- 
plorer Mackenzie lias written. 

The tar Band is composed of san- 
stone grit, cemented with bitumen or 
gummed petroleum, according to a 
writer in the Illustrated World. In 
places the sand presents a surface like 
hardened asphalt, in others it forms 
n plastic mass, and in still others the 
crude petroleum actually flows out 
of the sund. On tho average the sand, 
by analysis, contains approximately 
15 per cent, bitumen, 4 per cent, water, 
and 81 per cent. sand. 

Regarding the occurrence of these 
huge deposits of only bituminous or 
tarry substances along the Athea- 
baska river, It. Q. McConnell, B. A., of 
the Canadian Geological Survey re- 
ports that, nt several points. Cascade 
rapid being one, the sand is so satur- 
ated that pure tar oozes out and runs 
down the river bank. 

At first this tar Band was considered 
valuable commercially as a substitute 
for asphalt, for road building, roofing, 
insulation and the like, then It was 
considered for fuel when pressed into 
briquettes.

POWER FROM KAIN 



Louisville, November 27- — The con 
ference here of County Food Adminis- 
trators and women Conservation 
Chairmen, attended by more thun 300 
from all parts or Kentucky, wns the 
largest gathering of war work lead- 
erB yet held In the South. It was con- 
ducted by Federal Food Administra- 
tor Fred M. Sackett bb a preliminary 
to World Relief Week, and R. W. 
Boyden, of Massachusetts, bend of the 
national enforcement division or the 
Food Administration, said It was the 
most successful one he hnd ever at- 
tended anywhere. 

The conference was held at the 
Seelbacb Hotel and lasted two days. 
On the opening day the keynote ad- 
dress was made by Mr. Boyden. who 
said that rood had won the war and 
now food Was going to save the world. 

"Cessation of hostilities could not 
add one ounce to the world's food sup- 
ply, but it did add to our opportunity 
and our duty of feeding additional 
millions of people, "Mr. Boyden said. 
"We must not only feed these we have 
heretofore been reedincr, but other 
millions In Russia who were not ac- 
cessible before nnd even tho starving 
women and children in the Teutonic 
countries and among their hitherto 
subject peoples." 

Mr. Boyden also conveyed the mes- 
sage that Mr. Hoover had gone to Eu- 
roupe conscious that the American 
people would carry out any food pro- 
grammo which the Allied nations 
agreed upon. 

Federal Food Administrator Sack- 
ett, In a brief address, thanked Mr. 
Boyden for his expressions of condl- 
dence In the people or Kentucky, af- 
ter which the county administrators 
and chairmen, on motion of .ludge Joe 
Price, of Benton, by rising vote pledg- 
ed their unanimous cooperation to Mr. 
Hoover and Mr. Sackett. nnd the co- 
operation of the people of their coun- 
ties, until the need for such coopera- 
tion should no longer exist. Thus the 
State went on record, and Mr. Boy- 
den left Kentucky confident the prom- 
Ise would be kept. 

A conservation dinner In honor ot 
>ir. Boyden was given by Mr. Sackett 
hi which every visiting man and wo- 
; .an food worker was present. At 
this meeting the administrators and 
chairmen sprang a surprise on Mr. 



Sackett by presenting him with a lov- 
ing cup. The presentation address 
was mado by \V. E. Slmms, Lexing- 
ton administrator. 

At this session the Rev. Dr. Charles 
W. Welch laid down a "challenge" to 
the people of Kentucky, a challenge, 
now thnt they had won the war by 
saving rood, to save the world by 
Bending food." Again the delegates, 
by rising, placed themselves on rec- 
ord. 

The administrators and chairmen 
left Louisville filled with enthusiasm 
and determined to make World Relief 
Week a success from every viewpoint. 

WORLD'S LARGEST CLOCK 

Los Angeles, Cal— The world's lar- 
gest pedestal clock erected in the cen- 
ter of the new $10,000,000 wholesale 
terminal, has been formally dedicated. 
On a cement base six by twelve feet 
tho time-piece looks down from a 
height of thirty-six feet. It automa- 
tically operates its own lighting sys- 
system at sundown and shuts It off 
at daylight, winds and sets itself and 
Is altogether its own handy man.

There have been numerous attempts 
at utilizing the energy of suiuand the 
tides, but it Is doubtful whether the 
energy of rain has ever been consid- 
ered. A little figuring, however, will 
indicate the enormous force yet un- 
harnessed. - 

One Inch of rainfall is not uncom- 
mon In this country, yet every time 
this happens the earth is moistened 
with a paltry 113 tons of water to the 
acre, or 72.480 tons per square mile. 
The annual average rainfall the world 
over is estimated at 36 inches. I'sing 
this value and first figure, a writer in 
Popular Science Monthly arrives at 
tho astonishing reBult that the aver- 
age rain falling on one square mile 
in a year is 2.609,280 tons In weight. 
How small is this figure, though, when 
compared to parts of British India 
where the precipitation Is given at 
610 inches. 

A law of physics says that work 
equals force multiplied by the distance 
through which It acts. Consider the 
energy of all this weight of water 
falling from the clouds. The height 
or clouds is estimated at from two to 
three miles, but allow for seasonal 
variation and the lower height of rain

C. & 0. DETECTIVE 
GUILTY OF MURDER 
AT HUNTINGTON 



J. J. Bastian. Well Known Railroad 

I Hi. Found Utility of Second 

Hogroc Murder. 

"Oullty of murder In the socond do- 
groe" was tho verdict returned at 
about 10:11 lnBt night nt Huntington, 
W. Va.. In the ease of tho State of 
West Virginia vs. J, J. llnstinn for the 
killing of Charles Jackson there on 
the night of August 26, Inst. Accom- 
panying tho verdict, or rnther a com- 
ponent part thereof, was a recommen- 
dation for mercy. Sentence was de- 
ferred till Friday, when It Is probable 
a motion for a new trinl will be pre- 
sented and nrgucd. Imprisonment In 
the penitentiary from 5 to 18 years Is 
the penalty provided for the offense of 
which Bast lan stands convicted. 

It will be remembered Bastian shot 
Jackson at the Huntington C. & O. 
depot on the night of August 26, and It 
was preceded by scenes of wild disor- 
der. A train carrying 480 laborers re- 
cruited In the southwest and enroute 
to Lee Hall, Va., had arrived. 

Word had been received that the 
men were causing trouble at every 
stop, and another outbreak was antici- 
pated when the train arrived nt Hunt- 
ington. To help to maintain good or- 
der. Bastian, a special agent (com- 
monly called a railway detective) of 
the C. * O. was detailed to be at the 
station. Not long after this train came 
In, when there were Beveral hundred 
people on the platform, the new-rom- 
ers held high carnival. It wns con- 
tended Jackson was the ring-leader 
In every disturbance. At the station, 
Hast Ian claims he sought to arrest 
Jackson at a time when excitement 
was running high. A moment later 
Bastian drew his revolver and fired. 
Jackson walked a short distance and 
then fell mortally wounded, dying at 
2 o'clock the next morning at the 
Huntington General Hospital. 

Bastion testified that he did not 
shoot until Jackson made a move 
with his right hand Indicating that 
he was going to draw a gun from his 
hip pocket. Soon after the shooting 
it wns ascertained that Jackson was 
not armed; and it is supposed that 
Jackson did not know at the time that 
Bastian was an officer. ((The prose- 
cution contended that Bastian did not 
possess any official authority.)

The County Food Conservation Chair- 
man, Miss Alice Lloyd, made report 
of tho recent conference held In Ixiu- 
isville of the County Food Adminis- 
trators and the County Food Conser- 
vation Chairmen throughout the state. 
Three hundred among the best men 
and women of Kentucky were called 
together nt the expense of the Fed- 
eral Government for the purpose of 
having placed before these represen- 
tations of each county in the state the 
tremendous need of the disastered 
I OOUntles of Europe for the rood that 
only America can supply. 

The conference wns nddressod by 
Mr. R. W. Boyden, head of the Law 
Enforcement Division of the I'nited 
States Fond Administration who came 
as Mr. Hoover's personal representa- 
tive, by Mr. Fred M. Sacked. Mr. J. W. 
Burns, Philip Drown (colored). Mr. T. 
R. Moss. Mrs. Morris Clifford, Mr. W. 
H. Kage and Miss Alexins Booth. 

The speakers commended the work 
of all those who had contributed to tho 
success pf the food conservation work 
during the past year and one half but 
stressed the Importance of inducing 
more people to save and of everybody 
saving more because America Is pledg- 
ed to send 50 per cent, more food to 
Europe this year than last. 

The connection between anarchy 
and hunger was emphasized and the 
danger to all civilization from the 
spread of anarchy. The situation 
makes appeal to our humanity, our 
Christianity. Stable governments ran 
not be formed by starving mobs, and 
pence treaties that can be maintain* 
ed can not be made until stable gov- 
ernments are formed. The failure to 
establish a Stable government in Rus- 
sia after the revolution was due to 
lack of food. Mr. Hoover has sought 
at all times to maintain a safe food 
supply in all our large cities to pre- 
vent riots and outbreaks. Securing 
the fruits of victory waits upon Amer- 
icas rushing supplies of food to 180,- 
000,000 people, victims of the war. who 
stare starvation in the face unless 
help comes quickly. 

Mr. Hoover has asked that the week 
of December 1-7 be observed as World 
Relief Week and that this message of 
the world's needs and our duty to 
supply it be carried by the churches, 
men's fraternal organisations, wo- 
men's organizations, the schools and 
by mass meetings. 

On Sunday, December 1 every min- 
ister will be asked to read from his 
pulpit a message from Mr. Hoover. 
The presiding officer of every frater- 
nal order will be asked to read this 
message at the weekly meeting of his 
lodge. The women's organizations 
will he asked to bold a meeting on 
Wednesday. December 4, and carry out 
a program which will be furnished 
them. On Friday, December 6, every 
school In the United States Is asked 
to have a program of exercises setting 
forth the need of food conservation to 
Bave vast numbers of people from 
starvation. Pureuts and friends of the 
children are asked to attend these ex- 
ercises. 

Emphasis was laid on the import- 
ance of mass meetings for the pur- 
pose of creating enthusiasm In the 
conservation of food by giving Infor- 
mation as to the dire need for the sake 
of saving life and of securing the 
frultB of our military victory by quiet- 
ing the hunger of European peoples 
until they can form new governments, 
plant cropB and supply their own 
needs. 

Cognisance was taken of the fuct 
that while there Is Inspiration In hav- 
ing the same days of tho same week 
observed throughout the country for 
those programs, It will bo necessury 
to adjust to local huulth conditions

KILL HOGS AT COI NTY POOIt 
FARM 

Hog killing— nn annual event al- 
ways looked forward to Just as Christ- 
inas — has been in progress at the 
county Infirmery the past two days. 
Sixteen large porkers were put Into 
the meat house and nine more will be 
killed within a few days.
